REINFORCEMENTS 

Reinforcements of troops and 
heavy equipment, including field 
guns, were poured into Holland 
yesterday for the 1st Allied Air- 
borne Army. 

More paratroopers were dropped 
to back-up the American and 
British troops which went in on the 
initial phase. General Brereton 
again chose daylight for the second 
big operation. A few gliders were 
reported down in the English 
Channel. The North Sea was 
covered with air-sea rescue launches 
to pick up any airmen forced 
down.

Siegiried Line F ighting 
Reported Bitterest 
Since Invasion Started 


Americans have crossed the German 
frontier and stabbed into the 
Siegfried Line. Numerous columns 
crossing the frontier at different 
points have merged. 

There are three main zones where 
large-scale battles within the 
Siegfried defences are going on—in 
and around Aachen, east of St. Vith, 
and north-west of Trier. 

Despite the grim resistance, the 
Allied offensive is inching forward 
about Aachen, and the American 
attacks north of there have gained 
ground. 

There is heavy fighting in the 
streets of Aachen and for several 
miles eastward of the city. 
Although the outer crust of the 

Siegfried defences has been broken 
east of Aachen, no large gap has yet 
been made in the line by strong 
forces which could fan out in the 
rear of the fixed defences. 

The American Ist Army yesterday 
made another crossing of the 
German frontier east of Simpelveld, 
seven miles north of Aachen. 

General Patton’s troops are now 
18 miles east of Nancy—well 
through the historic Lorraine gap 
between the Ardennes and the 
Vosges. and little more than 50 
miles from Strasbourg and the 
Rhine,

All . bridges across the Liane, 
which is about 100 feet wide, have 
been blown up by the Germans.

Drive Past 


Eindhoven 


is the story—from Reuter 
and A.P. ndents at the 
front—of the great offensive by the 
British Second Army, which crossed 
the Dutch border on Sunday and 
whose spearheads yesterday linked 
up with the airborne army in 
Holland. 


The attack began just before the 
airborne troops landed. 

The British troops crossed into 
Holland to the accompaniment of 
hundreds of guns in a” mighty 
synchronised offensive. The first 
infantry crossed the frontier 
between 2 p.m. and 3 
to the British tanks. 

Two hundred yards ahead of 
them crept the artillery barrage, 
moving forward 200 yards every 
minute. For 15 minutes the massed 
guns poured shells on the German 
un positions in the woods on the 
rontier. 

Simultaneously heavy forces of 
bombers and fighters attacked the 
German emplacements. 

The Germans used heavy “ack- 
ack” as fixed defence artillery, and 
at least 60 emplacements were 
manned by paratroopers and 
infantry. 

The British were reported to 
have advanced seven miles into 
Holland by noon yesterday, and to 
have captured Walkenswaard, 
seven miles south of Eindhoven. 

Then came news from Reuter 
last night that the first advanced 
armoured patrols had established 
contact with the airborne forces, 
and later that General Dempsey’s 
forces had advanced three miles 
north of Walkenswaard and 
captured Aalst. Patrols by-passed 
Eindhoven and are now north-west 
of the city, which is still in German 
hands.

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Tramway Services 


To be Restored 


Tramway services within the same 
hours and at the same frequency 
will be restored on the Dalkey, 
Terenure and Dartry routes from 
Monday, October 2nd. 

The trams were replaced by 
double-decker buses when the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board restrictions 
were imposed early this summer. 
Recently, with a higher proportion 
of electricity ‘being generated at 
Ardnacrisha, the restrictions have 
been relaxed. The further heavy 
rainfall of the past couple of weeks 
will enable the E.S.B., with the 
approval of the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, to remove 
the present restrictions on the use of 
current by trams. 

Double-decker _ buses will re- 
appear on the Ballybough, Dun- 
drum and Oxmantown road routes, 
from which they had been taken to 
replace trams. 

According to a Dublin United 
Transport Company statement last 
night, the extended operation of 
buses to replace trams during the 
past three and a half months has 
made it necessary for the company 
to ‘draw heavily on its reserves of 
spare parts and tyres, and as these 
reserves could not be replenished 
at the same rate serious difficulty in 
maintaining the bus fleet during the 
winter months were anticipated. It 
was for this reason that the com-. 
pany requested the Minister to 
permit the use of current for trams. 

Apart from the use of double- 
decked vehicles on the routes men- 
tioned, there will: be no general 
change in the bus services. There 
is no basis for the rumours circulat- 
ing ‘In Dublin that buses on some 
routes will operate after the present 
“curfew” of 9.30 p.m. it was 
learned. 

Although the tram services are: 
being .resumed, the restrictions on 
the consumption of electricity by 
the public are being maintained.

(THE lynching of.a witness by a 
crowd ,which included many 
women marked what was to have 
been the opening of the trial to-day 
of Pietro Caruso, the former Rome 
Police Chief, Reuter’s*special corre- 
sporident in Rome stated last night. 
An angry crowd of about 1,000, 
among them many widows of men 
Caruso is said to have sent to their 
deaths, invaded the court, chanting 
“ We want Caruso; we want justice.” 

While the crowd swarmed outside 
threatening to lynch Caruso, the 
former Governor of.the Regina 
Celi Jail, Dr. Donato Canetta, 
drove up in a taxi. He was 
immediately seized and flung against 
the balustrades, dragged to the river 
Tiber and flung into the stream from 
the Cavour Bridge. 

A handful of people in a rowing- 


boat followed the body and dragged 
it aboard and took it to the front 
| of the Regina Cceli Jail, where it 
was hung up at the entrance. 

The demonstration follows a big 
campaign in the Leftist papers, and 
particularly in Communist organs, 
against the delay with which justice 
is being meted out to the Fascists. 

The official Vatican Osservatore 
Romano, commenting on the killing 
of Canetta, said:—*“ This criminal 
act of ferocious violence calls to 
mind similar and no less tragic 
events in the near and distant past. 
Let us remember that these events 
formed, strengthened and prolonged 
the painful and insurmountable 
chains of hate and revenge, and 
reprisal for revenge. If this evil 
custom does not finish finally all 


will again be endangered.” 


Rome Crowd Lynches A Witness 


The Associated Press War 
Correspondent in Rome stated last 
night that the lynching of Canetta 
has threatened serious repercussions 
for the Italian Government. The 

| issue is whether or not it can main- 
tain order and proceed with the 
trial, without calling on the Allies 
for assistance. To postpone or 
transfer the trial probably will be 
regarded as a sign of weakness. 

Count Sforza said last night that 
the Republican Fascist Radio had 
broadcast a threat to shoot 40 
citizens if Caruso was sentenced to 
death. He said he immediately re- 
jected a suggestion that the Italian 
Government should in return 
threaten to shoot 80 Fascists.

Finnish Landing 
Explained 


The German Foreign Office 
spokesman was quoted by the Ger- 
man News Agency yesterday. as 
saying:—“ The German landing on 
Hogland can be explained by the 
fact that German military quarters 
were in possession of information 
that the island would be surrendered 
to the Russians. The German Com- 
mand decided to forestall the Rus- 
sians. This action must, therefore, 
not be interpreted as a move against 
Finland.” : 

The German High Command, in 
a communiqué issued from Herr 
Hitler’s H.Q., states that Soviet 
forces are following on the heels of 
the German Alpine troops with- 
drawing in Northern — Finland. 
Finnish villages and settlements are 
thus drawn into the zone of military 
operations. 

The German High Command has 
done everything in its power, says 
the communiqué, to spare the 
Finnish population the horrors of 
war, both by rendering military 
help and by active assistance in the 
evacuation of the areas now 
affected. Wherever possible Ger- 
man transport was put at the dis- 
posal of the authorities to evacuate 
the population. This help has been 
acknowledged by Finnish liaison 
officers. 

It is, therefore, to be regretted 
that reports are being circulated 
which speak of the burning down 
of villages in areas in which the 
German troops are withdrawing. 
The facts have been communicated 
to the Finnish authorities by the 
German High Command. 

“Wherever a German soldier 
remains on Finnish soil Finnish life 
and property will continue to be 
protected and safeguarded,” adds 
the communiqué. “Only what can 
be of service to the enemy must be 
destroyed. What destruction has 
been carried out is not directed 
against the Finnish people, but 
against Bolshevism.”

Atlantic Wall 


“Flying dustbins” made the 
first breach in the Atlantic Wall on 
D-day, states the Press Association. 
They are one of the Royal 
Engineers’ hitherto undisclosed naw 
weapons, which, with others still on 
the secret list, are easing the path 
of the following infantry and 
saving many lives. 

The “Flying Dustbin” is the 
sappers’ nickname for a powerful 
concrete-smashing bomb, fired by 
their “Armoured Vehicle, Royal 
Engineers,” or “A.V.R.E.,” a 
vehicle specially designed to break 
the Atlantic Wall, the Siegfried 
Line and similar fortifications.
